Tho department head 
who employ them IH also culled vari- 
ously the car agent, the ear accoun- 
tant or the superintendent of rolling, 
block.

great road*, nine or ten being elerks 
nt Sot) or $10 a month ami the rest 
Uelng "chatters", who travel all over

$120 or $100 a month and expenses. 


Oreat railroads have Immense num- 


bers of ears. The Central Railroad of 
New Jersey has about fiO.OOfl' of nil 
sorts, the Pennsylvania In tho neigh- 
borhood of 100.000.

If It Is In use by a company 
mileage on It until It sometimes haj>- 
pens that a car Is worn out and irald 
for before It Is returned, or else It Is 
never returned at all. If a "ear chas- 
er" demands the return of the com- 
pany's cars they are sent home, but 
often others are seized and used when 
Ms back Is turned and ho Is traveling 
elsewhere.

a railroad accident It Is either rebuilt
